Surveyor nnil Collector of Customs at Sail 
F'ranelsco. 
W ash in g to n , .Tune loth.—The President 
has sent to the Senate the names of John M. 
Morton, of California, to be Surveyor of 
Customs for the District of San Francisco : 
Eugene L. Sullivan, Collector of Customs 
for the District of San Francisco; AlfredB. 
Meachain, of Washington, a Commissioner 
to ratify the agreement with the Utes ; Otto 
Mears, of Colorado, ditto ; Richard H. Fay, 
of Oregon, to be Indian Agent at Umatilla 
Agency. 
The San Francisco C'oIIcctorslili» -Sur­ 
veyor of Ihc Pori. 
[Special to the Kkcord-Uiuon.J 
- W ashington, .Tune 15th.—To-day's nom­ 
ination of Eugene L. Sullivan as Collector of 
Customs to succeed Thomas B. Shannon, 
whose term expires by limitation on the 21th 
of next month, was in accordance with the 
unanimous recommendation of the Repub­ 
lican members of the California delegation, 
and met the approval of Senator Farley. It 
was, therefore, put through the parlia­ 
mentary stages of reference to the Committee 
on Commerce, a favorable report, and imme- 
mediate confirmation this evening by unani­ 
mous consent without a moment’s delay. 
The nomination of John M. Morton as 
Surveyor of the Fort was not, however, re­ 
ceived with favor by either of the California 
Senators. It was referred, on Farley’s mo­ 
tion, to the Commerce Committee, and in ac­ 
cordance with a request which he has made 
to the Democratic members of that com­ 
mittee, it will be kept in their possession, 
unless previously withdrawn by the President, 
until next winter. The President several 
days ago informed the Republicans of the 
California delegation, through one of the 
members, that he had definitely and posi­ 
tively made up his mind to appoint 
Mr. Morton to one of the positions 
in San Francisco, namely the Collectorship 
of Customs, the Internal Revenue Collector­ 
ship or the Surveyorship of the Port, and 
would certainly appoint him to one of them 
immediately after the adjournment of Con­ 
gress, in case the delegation would not con­ 
sent to waive opposition to his immediate 
appointment for some one of these offices. 
The President added that an amicable ar­ 
rangement would doubtless be more agreeable 
for all parties concerned. The intimation of 
all this was of course that unless he were al­ 
lowed to have Ills own wish in the matter 
of providing for Mr. Morton, the California 
delegation need hardly expect to have their 
recommendations in behalf of others com­ 
plied with. The proposition appeared to be 
in substance that the Republicans of the 
California delegation should fill three offices 
(inclusive of the Honolulu Consulate now 
held by Morton), so that no obstacles should 
be placed in the way of the President’s giving 
the fourth to Morton. Senator Farley, on 
being apprised of the President’s idea, 
promptly announced that he, for one, would 
not consent to Morton’s confirmation for any 
important Federal office in San Francisco, in 
view of the grounds upon which the Califor­ 
nia delegation had last winter unanimously 
refused Morton’s appointment as Collector of 
Iutcrnal Revenue, for to do so now 
would bo a ridiculous self-stultification. 
The President, being informed of this threat­ 
ened opposition, reverted to his alternative 
intention, and positively assured one of the 
California delegation yesterday that he Would 
not send in any nominations for California 
offices this session, but would appoint Sulli­ 
van as Collector of Port in July, and Morton 
as Surveyor immediately after the adjourn­ 
ment of Congress, leaving Higby in his place, 
at ieast for the present, as Collector- of In­ 
ternal Revenue, aud deferring tho question of 
the Honolulu Consulate for iurther consider­ 
ation. To-day’s nominations complete the 
story up to the present time. 
Rains in Hie Northwest. 
C hicago, J une 15th.—The telegraph com­ 
pany reports that the heavy rains in the 
Northwest have -prostrated the wires aud 
flooded the country. All the St. Paul wires 
are down. There was snow in Minnesota 
yesterday. The weather is cold and raw to­ 
day. Immense damage was done to crops 
throughout the whole Northwest. 
The W isconsin Floods. 
M iiavauxf,;:, June 15th.—Much damage 
has been done on the upper Embarrass and 
Pigeon rivers by fl >ods. The dam and mill 
near Dymoudesville, the dams at Kay- 
mondsville and Embarrass, and the dam at 
Perry's mill were washed away. The dam 
at ('¡¡ntonville gave way, and the water car­ 
ried everything before it, including several 
buildings. Great damage is done to crops 
along Embarrass valley. The grain crop is 
probably destroyed, and distress must result 
t« new settlers. All tbo bridges on Bear 
creek were carried away. A son of Frank 
I .yon was drowned while crossing a creek. 
Many families in that section sought safety 
on the roofs, the. houses being filled with 
water. Many inhabitants are disheartened 
and are leaving for other sections. 
RAILROAD TltAVEt. INTERRUPTED. 
M ilw aukee, June 15th.—On the Prairie 
du Choin division of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
ard St. Paul roads no trains can cross the 
Mississippi nu account of the high water, 
and other railroads have been stopped. A 
report from Prairie du Choin says the water 
in the Mississippi is subsiding slowly. Re­ 
ports from La Crosse say the Mississippi river 
rose five inches to-day and is still rising, but 
no further damage has occurred. The Black 
river is falling. 
Tbe Sloriii In Indiana nncl Ohio. 
C incinnati, .Tune 11th.—The storm of last 
night was very general throughout Indiana 
and southern Ohio. 
At Cicero, Ind., many houses were blown 
down. Samuel Miller, wife and four children 
were all badly Injured. David Gerber’s house 
was blown over, and Mrs. Gerber fataily in­ 
jured. The Methodist ar.d German Lutheran 
churches were completely destroyed. 
At Glendale, ()., a number of houses were 
unroofed and the village almost wholly 
despoiled of shade and fruit trees. 
At Ripley, J. A. Tweed's tobacco ware­ 
house was struck by lightning and destroyed. 
Loss, 815.000 : insurance, 82,000. 
A t Shelbyville, Ind., Abraham Clark was 
caught by the wind and carried into the air. 
AVhen he fell he received fatal injuries. 
Great destruction to farmers is reported all 
through the country immediately north of 
Cincinnati, but no loss of life. 
A fall of fish is reported near Newport, 
Kentucky. 
High W aler in Wr<l Virginia. 
W h eelin g , June 13th. — A cloud burst 
over the cemetery to-dav ami washed away 
the earth from the coffins, leaving them ex­ 
posed to the air. The rain has been very- 
heavy and damaging hereabouts. Bridges 
and crops have been badly damaged. The 
Potomac river is very high, also the Monon- 
gahcla.Tornado in New Kaiuimhlrr. 
P ittsfield, June 15th.—It is estimated 
that the loss of property by the tornado yes­ 
terday amounted to 8100,(ibO. Acres of trees, 
from two to four feet in diameter, were 
snapped like pipe-stems. 
Tile K<-<-<-at Rem oval o f I'cn-.is Super­ 
visors. 
W ashington, 
June 
15>h.-Pendleton, 
Chairman of the Census Com» it tee, to-day 
submitted a report on the President’s reply 
to a resolution of inquiry concerning the 
recent removal of two Census Supervisors, 
and fiilirg the vacancies thus created without 
the advice and consent oí the Senate. The 
‘ President’s reply ju d ilied these removals and 


appointments by citing the 231 section of the 
Census Act of March 3, 1879, which reads as 
follows: 
The Superintendent oí Census, with the consent 
of the President, may at any time remove any 
Supervisor of Census, and fill any vacancy thereby 
causcd or otherwise occurring. 
Senator Pendleton’s report, submitted in 
behalf of thet-'ensus Committee; after narrat­ 
ing the admitted facts in the case, says : 
Your committee feels no hesitation in reselling 
the conclusion that the true interpretation of Sec­ 
tion 23 of the Act of March 3,1S79, requires that the 
powers of removal and appointment of Supervisors 
confided by that section to the Superintendent ol 
Census should tie exercised only during a recess of 
the Senate. Inasmuch, however, as the work of 
the Superintendent of Census is nearly completed, 
and tlie committee Las no desire to reflect on the 
motives of public officers w ho have erroneously ex­ 
ercised these powers, the committee contents itself 
with reporting these facts and its conclusion as to 
the law, to tiie Senate, and ask to be discharged 
from further consideration of the subject. 
The Deputy Murshnls B ill V etoed -Mes­ 
sage of Hie 1‘resiilent. 
W ashington, June 
15th. — President 
Hayes scat the followiug veto message to 
the Senate to-day: 
After mature consideration of tiie bill entitled an 
Act regulating the pay and appointment of Deputy 
Marshals, I am constrained to withhold from it my 
approval and return it to the Senate, from which it 
originated, with my objection to its passage. The 
laws uow in force on the subject of the hill before 
me are contained in the following sections of the 
Revised Statutes : 
Section 2021. Whenever an election, at which 
Representatives or Delegates in Congress aro to he 
chosen, is held in any city or town of 20,090 inhab­ 
itant., or upwards, the Macshat for the district in 
which the city or town is situated shall, on applica­ 
tion in writing of at least two citizens residing in 
such city or town, appoint special Deputy Marshals, 
whose duty it shall he, when required thereto, to 
aid and assist the Supervisors of Election in verifica­ 
tion of any list of persons who may have registered 
or voted, to attend in each election district or vot­ 
ing precinct at the times and places when and where 
registration may by law be scrutinized, and the 
names of registered vot .rsbc marked lor challenge, 
and also attend, at all times-for holding elections, the 
polls in such district or precinct. 
Section 2,022. The Marshal and his general Depu­ 
ties shall ktcp the peace, and sup[*ort and protect 
the Supervisors of Election in the discharge of their 
duties, preserve order at such places of registration 
and at such jiolls, prevent fraudulent registrations 
and fraudulent voting thereat,or fraudulent conduct 
on the part of any officer of election, and immedi­ 
ately, at the place of registration or polling places, 
oi elsewhere, and cither before or after tiie register­ 
ing or voting to arrest atid take into custody, with 
or without process, any person who commits, or at­ 
tempts or offers to commit, acts or offenses pro­ 
hibited herein, or who commits any offense againat 
the laws of the United States; hut no person shall 
be arrested without process for any offense not com­ 
mitted in tiie presence of the Marshal or his general 
or special Deputy, or either of them, or of the 
Supervisors of Election, or either of them, and for 
purposes of ar'.-t or preservation of the peace 
the Supervisors of Elections shall, in the absence of 
the Marshal’s Deputies, ( i if required to assist such 
Deputies, have the same duties and powers as Dep­ 
uty Marshals; nor shall any person on tiie day of 
such election bo arrested without process for any 
offense committed on the day of registration. 
Section 2923. Whenever any arrest is made under 
any provision of this title, the person.so arrested 
shall forthwith be brought before a Commissioner, 
•fudge or Court of the United States for examination 
of the offenses alleged, and sucli Commissionei, 
Judge or Court sli-.ll proceed in respect thereto as 
authorized by law in the case of crime against the 
United States. 
The President al-o rehearses the several 
other sections bearing on the point, and from 
a Supreme Court decision. 
This decision traverses the whole question 
involved, aud points out that a misconcep­ 
tion of the relations of State and national 
governments is the chief cause of the disa­ 
greement about the applicability of these 
laws. It says that in vindicating the rights 
of a State, or of the United States, we 
should not allow our zeal to nullify or impair 
the right of the other. The President affirms 
the view of the Supreme Court to have actu­ 
ated him aud furnished him competent au­ 
thority for his veto. He proceeds to show 
that the bill is in direct conflict with the Su­ 
preme Court decision. He discusses the rela­ 
tions of Deputy Marshals and their duties 
under the law. He declares that intelligent 
persons, who appreciate the importance of 
peaceable, orderly and lawful elections, will 
not question the necessity for the possession 
by appropriate officers of ¡lowers to preserve 
aud enforce free, full and fair elections. 
This bill changes completely the present 
law, substituting for special Deputy Marshals 
new officers hitherto unknown to law, who 
lack the power, responsibility and protection 
which are essential to enable them to act effi­ 
ciently as executive officers. He then quotes 
the bill in full, and sets forth that the bill 
docs not connect the new officers with the 
existing laws relating to special deputies. 
The-.- new office]* would have no ex­ 
ecutive 
head ; 
the 
Marshal 
can 
neither 
remove, appoint, control, nor 
be responsible for them. They would have 
no authority, if resisted, to call to their aid 
the posse comitatus. An assault upon them 
to prevent a lawful election would be no more 
a crime than an ordinary assault. They can­ 
not keep tiie peace, make arrests, hold pris­ 
oners nor perform any other duty. In all 
these tilings the bill really change? the rela- 
tionsof the powers of the United States of­ 
ficers at national elections and of State officers 
at State elections, and discriminates against 
the United States authority in a manner 
which has no precedent whatever.

party; hut the bill before me, while it recognizes the 
power and duty of the United States to provide offi­ 
cers to guard and scrutinize Congressional elections, 
fails to adapt its provisions to existing laws so as to 
secure efficient supervision and protection. It is 
thercf.-rc returned to the Senate, in which it origin­ 
ated, for that further consideration w hieli is contem­ 
plated by the Constitution.

Our Alexandria (Egypt) correspondent tele­ 
graphs as follows : Minister Maynard, in 
pronouncing the final judgment in the Mirzon 
case to-day, declared that Mirzan was guilty 
of murder, and sentenced him to be hanged 
at Alexandria on the 1st of next October.

The steamer City of Sydney is now due 
from Honolulu, Auckland aud Sydney. 
The Pacific Mail steamer Granada. Cap­ 
tain Cavarh’, which left Panama May 31st, 
with thirty-three cabin and forty-seven 
steerage passengers, arrived in port thi3 
morning.

They will, upon arrival here, 
break up into smaller parties and visit the 
different points of interest in the State, 
some going to Yoscmite, while quite alarge 
number will visit Lea Angeles and other, 
cities in Southern California. 
General John A. Halderman, United 
States Consul to Bangkok, Siam, is in the 
city, and will sail on Saturday next, in the 
Oceanic, for Hongkong.

DR. CUS1EKCEAU. 
Dr. Ciemenceau, who is now recognized 
by Gambetta as a rivdl in French politics, 
was born in 1841, took his doctor’3 degree 
in Paris in 1SC9, and at the revolution of 
September 4r 1870, was appointed Mayor 
of the Eighteenth Arrondissement and a 
member of the Municipal Committee of 
Public Instruction. He had settled at M ont­ 
martre and had thrown himself with gn at 
spirit into the agitation for the general 
election. In the difficult work of distribu­ 
ting relief, of organizing the National 
Guard and managing of ambulances, he ac­ 
complished wonders. At the closo of the 
siege he was elected a Deputy to the N a­ 
tional Assembly and now represents Mont­ 
martre. He is a man cf wealth and an re­ 
coin [dished physician. When the Commu­ 
nal insurrection broke out Dr. Clcmeccexu 
had a difficult part to play. Hearing that 
Generals Lecomtc and Clement Thomas 
were in danger, he hurried to the Rue dea 
Hosiers to save them, but arrived just after 
tho execution had taken place. The Cen­ 
tral Committee of the insurrection, indig­ 
nant at his interference, issued a warrant 
against him as a I also brother, and he was 
compedicd to fly to Versailles ; but here the 
Government bitterly upbraided him with 
not having done his best to prevent the 
murder of tho Generals, and threatened to 
prosecute him. Dr. Ciemenceau asked a 
private audience of M Thiers, and an an­ 
gry scene of recrimination took place be­ 
tween the two, the President eicring the 
conversation by saying : “ Go, sir ; 1 leave 
yon to remorse.”

THE MOB MON PROBLEM. 


A dispatch from New York gives a state­ 
m ent of the Mormon Im migrant Agent 
there, to the effect that notwithstanding 
the letter of Secretary Evarta last year, 
the immigration of Mormon neophytes is 
greater now than at any. previous time. 
This agent says that a large number of 
Mormon missionaries have been sent out 
all over Europe, and th at they are making 
converts with unexampled rapidity. 
The 
National Republican Convention ha3 in­ 
serted in the platform of the party a 
declaration “ th at slavery having perished 
“ in the States, its tw in barbarity, polyg- 
“ amy, m ust die iu the Territories.” 
I t is 
therefore necessary to inquire by w hat 
methods it is proposed to carry thÍ3 policy 
into effect. 
Mere platform declarations 
amount to very little, but it has for some 
time been held by many people th at the 
Republican party inherited an obligation 
to stam p out polygamy, and th at it could 
not repudiate or evade this duty. 
The 
Mormon 
question 
is one which docs 
not tend to solution when let alone. 
On the contrary, it is a vigorously grow­ 
ing difficulty, and the embarrassments 
inherent 
in 
it 
increase 
from 
year 
to year. 
A t first it was practically a local 
question, and therefore it was thought 
possible to deal w ith it by legislating in a 
special way for Utah. 
But it is now over­ 
lapping the borders of that Territory, and 
invading the surrounding regions, 
and 
Mormon colonics are quietly but steadily 
being established 
throughout 
the Far 
West. 
It might appear easier to handle 
thi3 question when the element to be 
dealt with is only a small fraction of the 
population of a Territory, but this is only 
a seeming advantage. The central obstacle 
to any effective legislation in the premises 
consists in the erection of polygamy into a 
religious tenet. 
If the Mormons were 
merely experimenting in a new social sys­ 
tem, like the Oneida Communists or the 
Brook Farm eccentrics, it would not be 
difficult to bring them within the law, and 
to put down their polygamous practices. But 
when a community undertake to hold 
that 
their 
religion 
not 
only justifies 
but 
requires 
plural 
marriages, 
and 
when 
every 
effort 
to 
extirpate 
polygamy 
results 
in 
the 
creation of 
fresh sym pathy for them, sa victims of 
persecution, it becomes a most intricate 
and bewildering problem. 
The theory of 
our Government, moreover, stands in the 
way of severe measures. 
Toleration is the 
principle which has been accepted as the 
guide ill ail religious matters, and experi­ 
ence shows th at no other principle can 
with any prospect of harmony be adopted 
in so mixed a community. 
It is argued 
that polygamy is a breach of the civil law, 
and so it is, but this fact cannot affect the 
situation materially. 
W e find in Utah 
precisely the same kind of difficulties 
which have confronted us at the South. 
In the latter section the futility of all 
attem pts to enforce laws which arc contrary 
to the prevailing sentim ents of the people, 
has been abundantly demonstrated, and 
a similar passive repudiation of all meas­ 
ures directed against polygamy baffles the 
Government in Utah.

They are going

naturally enough they arc afraid that they 


W ill be act used of cheating. 
As Iho case 
stands it is impassible for them to elect 
th eir candidate fairly, and they can only 
m ake an apparent election by violating the 
American theory of government in the 
m ost outrageous manner. 
It is, however, 
extrem ely improbable th at they will have 
th e opportunity for even pretending to be­ 
lieve that they have carried the day, for no 
m atter who they nominate at Cincinnati 
w ill be beaten by Garfield. 


An l i t must be recognized further that 
the support which was formerly derived 
for anti-polygamous sentiment, from the 
belief that it was in some way opposed 
to divine ordinances, has been almost en­ 
tirely withdrawn of late. 
It may be 
doubted w hether any earnest or general 
opposition to the practice Could now be 
established upon such grounds, and this 
being so the tendency is inevitably to- 
w .til a philosophical consideration of the 
moral significance of the Mormon sys­ 
tem. 
A further cause of embarrassment

partly in consequence of it. 
And though

lations so far as the women are con­ 
cerned, it is difficult to

long a -■ Uyo women appear determined to 
uphold the practice even more strenuously 
thau the men. 
If, therefore, polygamy is 
indeed a tw in evil with slavery, it is a far 
more difficult evil to deal with, and neither 
a review of past efforts against it, nor a 
careful examination of the existing situa­ 
tion, appears to .ustify sanguine anticipa­ 
tions. 
Congress has notoriously failed in 
every attem pt to suppress plural marriages, 
and there is no ground for supposing that 
the ¡dank just inserted in the Chicago 
platform will facilitate the disposition of 
tkc question. 
Of course there are plenty 
of slashing critics ready to maintain that 
the right way to deal with the m atter 
would be to declare martial law in Utali, 
ami send every polygamist to the peni- 
tentim y 
forthwith, 
but 
Congress 
has 
already 
tried 
drastic 
remedies, 
and 
there 
remains

to 
their 
failure. 
In fact cautious and thoughtful 
observers have long since come to regard 
the Mormon problem as one of the most 
perplexing in the whole range of national 
issues, and whenever statesmen have tried 
their hands at it they have thenceforward 
been strongly disposed to give it as wide 
a berth as possible. 
Wc confess th at wc 
do not s;o our way to any practical solu­ 
tion of it, for we believe everything liable 
to be construed 
as 
persecution 
m ust 
strengthen instead of weakening it, and on 
the other hand, if left to itself, the indica­ 
tions are th at in half a century it may 
dominate the Far W est. 
It is a good sub­ 
ject for those who think they possess polit­ 
ical genius to test their powers upon. 


THE 
NEXT 
CONVENTION. 


The Democratic clans are gathering at 
Cincinnati, but though rumors and reports 
are plentiful, it is still impossible to dis­ 
cern any definite scheme of action. 
The 
leading jroliticians are apparently quite 
adrift as to the course to be pursued. Most 
of them seem to be in the same mental a t­ 
titude as the California delegation is cred­ 
ited with, being on the look out for indi­ 
cations, and being ready to go wherever 
the most strength is shown. 
The reports 
about Seymour are conflicting. 
He is rep­ 
resented now as saying he is not a candi­ 
date, but th at he has authorized no one to 
assert th at he would refuse the nomination. 
If politicians talked like other people this 
would be equivalent to a declaration of 
readiness to accept the nomination if of­ 
fered, and if Seymour really said anything 
of the kind (which of coarse is very doubt­ 
ful), the Convection will bo very apt to 
take him at his word. It is intimated th at 
the 
recent statem ents 
relative to his 
physical disabilities have emanated from 
TildeuV agents. 
Have the coincident re­ 
ports of Tilden’s physical disabilities ema­ 
nated from Seymour's agents, in like man­ 
ner ? 
Probably no man was ever so near 
the grave th at he could hot be brought 
hack to life by the offer of a Presidential 
nomination. The case of Richelieu is some­ 
w hat in point, though he simulated illneás 


for the purpose of inducing his royal mas­ 
ter to yield the power which could not 
otherwise be attained. 
The most curious 
feature of the Democratic situation is the 
prevalent dread of Tilden. 
He appears to 
be regarded as a sort of powerful and ma­ 
lignant spirit, something iu the line of the 
unpleasant 
fairy 
grandmother 
in 
the 
nursery talcs, who must be propitiated at 
the christening, or she will pursue the in­ 
fant with vindictive malice. 
There are 
plenty of assertions th at Tilden can do 
nothing in the Convention, th at he has 
only a hundred aud fifty votes, that he is 
horribly unpopular, and so fo rth ; 
but 
there 
is a substratum 
of 
uneasy 
ap­ 
prehension 
as to w hat the old gentle­ 
man 
may after 
all show 
himself 
capable of, and it is doubtful w hether 
any 
Democrat 
feels really 
confi­ 
dent th at Cipher Alley cannot secure 
himself or somebody else for the head of 
the ticket. 
The Democratic tribute to the 
formidable character of the Chicago nomi­ 
nations has already been offered, in the 
shape of a geneial admission that the Cin­ 
cinnati Convention will have to put the 
very best inen in nomination. 
This is a 
commou-sense 
declaration, 
but 
unfor­ 
tunately for Democratic hopes it is by no 
mean3 an easy thing to accomplish. Tilden 
is the unknown quantity, and he appears 
to be opposed to Seymour even more than 
to any othei possible candidate. 
I t may 
be doubted w hether lie will allow such a 
nomination if he can prevent 
it, and 
whatever the Democrats say, it is evident 
th at most of them fear it is in his power 
to destroy any other candidate, even if he 
cannot secure the nomination for himself.

THE 
CHINESE MISSION. 


The Chinese Mission is about to set out 
on its voyage to I’eking, and the ubiqui­ 
tous interviewers are doing their best to 
ascertain in advance what the M inister and 
Ilia colleagues anticipate and intend. 
As 
none of them possess any definite plans, 
being nominally under the control of cir­ 
cumstances, they have not been able to 
give any valuable or particularly interest­ 
ing information to the press. 
Of course 
they are willing enough to say th at they 
desire to do the best the situation admits 
of, but they have yet to make acquaintance 
w ith 
Chinese diplomacy, 
and perhaps 
Mr. Angelí is not far from the mark 
when he intimates th at the work may 
occupy 
them 
from 
two 
to 
five 
years. 
The 
Chinese 
have 
no sympa­ 
thy 
for 
people 
who 
are 
in 
a 
hurry. 
Their statesmen always prefer 
lo do everything as leisurely as possible. 
They make war in a terribly slow and sys­ 
tematic way. 
They cannot see the utility 
of hastening negotiations of any kind. This 
traditional dilatoriness is likely to delay 
the auj istm ent of the m atter far more than 
any Chinese opposition to the proposed 
modification of the Burlingame Treaty, 
which latter was never regarded very favor­ 
ably by the m ajority of the Chinese Coun­ 
cil of State, and which may therefore be 
open to revision w ithout much objection 
on the score of principle. 
It is, however, 
a difficult and vexatious task which has 
been intrusted to Messrs. Angelí, Swift and 
Treseott, and if they succeed in accom­ 
plishing it within a reasonable period they 
will deserve the gratitude of the country.

Judge Denson yesterday decided the case of 
P. F. Dolan against the Board of Trustees of 
tin? city. The action was to test the validity 
of tbe action of the Board of Police C’ommis 
sinners iu April last in tlecting a new police 
force. The Judge stated that it was 1ns in­ 
tention to file a written opinion, but a press 
of business prevented. 
It was decided that 
the point urged by petitioner, that the Police 
Commissioners had never qualified according 
to aw. was r.ot well taken. 
The Board, act­ 
ing de facto, the regularity i f their qualifica­ 
tion could not he inquired into in a collateral 
proceeding of this character. 
In relation to 
the question of the power of the 1> >ard of 
Police Commissioners to remove appointees 
at pleasure, and which the [.etitioncr claimed 
that the law governing the police department 
expressly prohibits, the Court decided that 
the wcnla “ permanent police force” did not 
refer to the individual members thereof, and 
that the.word “ {«rmanent ” was to be under­ 
stood as “ pur»' tual,” and related only to the 
department. That under the Act in ques­ 
tion there was no term fixed; therefore, the 
appointees lieid during the pleasure of the 
appointing power.

with both the old and the new Constitution, 
which expressly pros ides that when the 
tenure of office is not fixed by law, it shall be 
held during the pleasure of tile authority 
making the appointment, not to exceed four 
years.

To ascertain the exact facts and condition 
of the case of leprosy recently reported to the 
Board of Health, and in rdation to the all- 
important question as to the prospects of his 
removal from the city, a representative of the 


R e c o e d - U n'IO N , in company with Mayor 
Turner and Lee Young, Chinese interpreter 
for the Folice Court, made a visit to the 
locality given as his place of seclusion, and 
inspected the unfortunate object and his 
worse than outrageous condition and sur­ 
roundings. The loathsomeness of the place 
where he exists (for he does not live) is even 
more abhorrent and sickening than the incur­ 
able malady with which he is inflicted. The 
location is just north of I street, on the west 
side of Third, over the edge of that portion of 
China slough cut off by the new 'I hird-street 
road to the depot, and underneath the old, 
rotten, tumble-down, 
pestiferous 
rookery 
known as the 
RESIDENCE Op E. KAIKCHIL1-, 
A Large property-owner in the Chinatown tene­ 
ments, and who is under arrest for violation 
of the health ordinance in relation to his 
premises. The opening under the building 
where the Chinaman stays is but a portion of 
it high enough to admit a person standing 
erect, and the entire appearance was that 
of a pestilential cesspool. 
There are two 
board inclosures, or partial inclosures—but 
which do not sufficiently approach that term 
tu be called rooms—in one of which the stand­ 
ing water over the area, covered with a thick 
green putrid scum and decaying vegetation, 
formed the floor, and upon one side, about a 
foot aud a half above this seething liquid 
putrifaction, three or four boards were ar­ 
ranged for his sleeping apartments, and 
on them an old 
brussels 
rug 
formed 
his mattress, and a couple of gray horse- 
blankets for covering completed his bed. 
Tne only method of getting to the bunk is by 
walking a board, which he lias arranged 
leading from the ei. tranco to the elevation 
where he sleeps. 
With the exception of the 
sleeping facilities described, and an old stew- 
pan on the outside—but which had no ap­ 
pearance of having been used for months— 
and a heap of old rags, which evidently had 
been gathered as paper rags, there was no 
appearance that any one made the place a 
habitation. There was no evidence of fire 
having been used, nor of cooking utensil?, nor 
a dish of any kind whatever, and yet this is 
where 
THIS OUTCAST 
Stays, and in some manner manages to con­ 
ti me his dying condition. The interpreter 
was asked where the poor fellow cooked 
or ato anything-, and he looked 
about 
a half moment and then replied, 
“ Oh, 
he get* uluDg some way.” That probably 
is the only manner in which 
it 
can 
be 
described. 
When 
we 
reached 
the 
place and went underneath, the Chinaman, 
whose name is Lee Y ep, remained out of 
sight ugtil the interpreter called him, when 
he came before us, but keeping, of his own 
motion, at a little distance away. The first 
appearance of his disease, as he approached, 
was that of his face and eyes, his face having 
a full and puffed look, as if ha had beeu 
drinking hard, and the skin about the cheeks 
and forehead had a peeling, scaly appearance, 
as if from sunburn, while his eyes are filled 
with water, audj lower lids droop. 
He had 
some 
OLD STOCKINGS ON HIS HANDS, 
Which he removed and gave a view of the 
stronger work of the disease. 
A ll the fingers 
and thumb of the right hand are gone back 
to the middle joints, and they have, become 
healed so that no active appearance of the 
di.-ea«e is pieaent, and it might readily be 
mistaken as resulting from amputation. The 
work of the disease upon the left hand, how­ 
ever, is much different, and gives a vivid im­ 
pression of the malady. The fingers and 
thumb of that hand are also minus beyond 
! the middle joint, except the index finger, 
¡ which is still whole, but apparently will soon 
! ioliow the example of the others. The end 
! of the linger stubs on this hand are more or 
i lei? marked with reddened sp .ts and 
SCALY EXCRESCENCES, 
| While the last joints of the fingers have large 
I opening cracks much resembling salt rheum, 
! but some of them are an eighth of an inch or 
i more iu depth and three-fourths of an inch in 
length, extending on to the back of the hand. 
This is no doubt the preliminary or advance 
movement of the terrible di-ease for taking 
- off the remaining stubs at t'neir junction with 
' the hand, 
which he thinks is only 
a 
i matter of time for accomplishment. 
He is 
j at present very lame in his feet, having 
lost a portion of all his toes, and where the 
transforming process is still active. The rest 
of his person, he says, is not outwardly 
affected by it, although the disease greatly 
weakens the entire body. 
He stated through 
the interpreter that he supposes it is hered­ 
itary. and the interpreter gave it as his view, 
from knowledge of the disease as seen in 
Chiua, that most cases of it come from hered­ 
itary taiut. The present case first made its 
i appearance some seven or eight years ago 
; while he was working for a gardener near tl,is 
i city. He said the first symptom was a trouble 
j abqut hLs heart, and after a time his head 
I also became attested. 
Then followed the 
j spots and eruption upon the fingers and toes

, But slowly, until finally they became lift-le-s

The interpreter explained to him that the 
¡ Board of Health were taking action iu his 
; case, and wished to remove him from his 
i present place and outside the city a? booh as 
possible. 
He replied that he could get away 
in about two mouths ; that he has from two 
j t-t three hundred dollars loaned out to China- 
i t >wn merchants aud others, which he cannot 
get in before that time, but within that pe­ 
riod ho will go away of his own accord. 
I When asked where lie would go, ho said he 
would return to China, if the steamer would 
take him, but if not, he would go somewhere 
• e .-e. 
In reply to a question by the Mayor 
i he didn’t tbii.k lie could get away sooner 
i than stated, unless compelled to go.

The Directors of Drainage District No. 1 
reassembled yesterday at 10 A. M. Present— 
\Y. II. Parks, President; W. F. Knox and 
Niles Searles. Also State Kngineer Hall and 
Acting Secretary, General Cosby. 
The Board proceeded to the election of a 
Sefcretary, and 
Charles 
M. Cogían was 
elected, and his salary fixed at $100 per 
month. 
Judge Searles offered a resolution, which 
was adopted, which was addressed to Captain 
J. B. Eads,'urging him to accept the position 
of Consulting .State Engineer tendered to him 
by Governor Perkins. The resolution was 
ordered transmitted, and the President was 
requested to accompany it with a letter 
further expressive of the desire of the Board 
to have the counsel and advice of the emi­ 
nent engineer named. 
The matter of electing a Resident Engineer 
for District No. 1 was postponed until the 
further order of the Board. 
The Secretary was directed to procure rec­ 
ord books for the Commission and necessary 
stationery, blanks, etc. 
The Secretary was instructed to notify at 
once the Assessor of each county embraced 
in the district of the formation of the Board 
aud its official address, and urge upon As­ 
sessors .the necessity of prompt compliance 
with the law as expressed in tbe Act creating 
the district by preparing, immediately dupli­ 
cate assessment rolls, aud to include therein 
the quantity of water used by miners in the 
respective counties of the district. The Sec­ 
retary is to also notify Assessors that the 
Board will soon tile with them map* showing 
the boundaries of the district. 
The Board held a lengthy consultation with 
State Engineer Hall relative to the proposed 
restraining dam about to be constructed on 
the Yuba river, above Marysville. 
Mr. Hall 
explained in detail the engineering theory re­ 
garding the dam, and its proper construction. 
I t will he some 5,000 feet in length, and 
when fully completed will attain a hight of 
about forty feet. It will be secured upon a 
firm foundation and constructed with mate­ 
rial in the first course a size larger than that 
in the natural foundation, and in the ntxt 
course with material still another size larger, 
and so on to the proper hight, so that it will 
permit the water to percolate through the 
dam. It is estimated that at flood hight the 
water will flow over the dam but one foot 
deep. Material for the construction is plen­ 
tiful in the immediate neighborhood of the 
location and is easy of removal. 
The Secretary reported that the Secretary 
of State had allotted the Board Room No. 55 
in the Capitol building, and the Board de­ 
clared such locality its othcial headquarters. 
The Board resolved that when it shall have 
made the initial or preliminary trip of inspec­ 
tion it will return to Sacramento and in a few 
days thereafter in boats proceed up the Sac­ 
ramento river as far as Colusa, and from Sac­ 
ramento down the river as far as Rio Yista, 
to inspect the levees aud view the breaks 
therein, acd form a judgment as to what the 
Board can do, if anything, toward aiding in 
closing certain breaks. 
The State Engineer said that the river 
should be so closed in that it would, as it 
ought to do, carry all the waters at the pres­ 
ent hight in the Sacramento river, ami that 
such carriage would materially benefit the 
river. 
The Board adjourned subject to the call of 
the President. 
A t 2:10 p. M. yesterday the members of the 
Board, accompanied by Engineers Hall and 
Mendtill, left for Marysville and to-day will 
visit the location for the first proposed re­ 
straining dam.

SOME FEATURES OF THE RECENT STATE 
ELECTION. 


The Political Field Reviewed an d the Elec­ 
tion A nalysed—Next L egislature— 
W eather—Yield of th e Earth. 


P ortland, June 12, 1880. 
I thought I was prudent, in my last, to 
claim the election of M. C. George, the Re­ 
publican 
nominee for Congress, 
even 
thongh our Democratic friends kept on as­ 
sorting th at W hiteaker was sure of a re­ 
election. 
They were not to blame for 
thinking so, for the ex-Govtrnor has made 
a good Congressman, as the woild goes, 
and deserved all his party could do for 
him. 
Then again, just on the eve of the 
election, word came from W ashington th at 
he had succeeded in procuring an appropri­ 
ation for the improvement of the^ harbor 
of Yaquina bay, a point the good peo­ 
ple 
of 
the 
upper 
W illam ette 
coun­ 
ties 
think 
they 
have 
an 
especial 
interest in, sad the consequence of this 
good news was to win him several hun­ 
dred votee. 
But for all that, the iiat had 
gone forth against Oregon Democracy ; too 
much rebel brigadiers in Congress was 
w hat had struck in on the popular mind, 
and Oregon went as the whole N orth will 
go in November. 
Voxpopuli, vox Dei, is a 
truth as well established as holy writ, and 
we may expect to see the Republican 
masses wheel into line as of yore, and make 
a record that will be astonishing. 


FEATURES OF THE ELECTION. 
Here in Multnomah 
everything was 
q u ie t; if there was any special wire-work­ 
ing before election day, it is not proven. 
The Democrats expected to elect their 
D istrict Judge on the score of popular 
favor, and they expected to win their 
Sheriff, Ben. Norden, who has proved him­ 
self one of the most popular men going, 
and they even hoped, as they expressed it, 
“ to get away ” w ith some legislators. 
The event is that M. C. George carries M ult­ 
nomah county by 1,155. 
W ashington 
county, where the Republicans sent in 
word that they had only 150 majority to 
give, and 
would give that, rolled 
up 
389 for George and 
3(10 
for a pop­ 
ular 
candidate 
for 
Supreme Judge. 
Above us, on the east side, is Clackamas 
county, where the Democracy used to carry 
the day, oil and on, about the alternate 
years, and frequently divided the results, 
hut of late they claim Republican gains 
from immigration, and thought they could 
give as much as 150 for George, but now 
tiic greedy fellows claim 350 ; Yamhill, 
too, has been debatable ground, ami has 
of late been represented by Democrats, 
b u t gives George 150; hut the banner 
county of Democracy was old Linn, where 
Delazon Smith planted the seed a quarter 
of a century ago, but while it gives W hite- 
akcr about 150 majority on the Yaquina 
bay lay out, it elects several Republicana 
to the Legislature, and the same crowd 
claim most of the county officers. Douglas 
county is redeemed from the supposition 
th at it could give a Democratic majority of 
a t least 300. 
Jo. Lane, the once hero of 
Oregon, and, indeed, of the national De­ 
mocracy, will fail of election to the State 
Senate, and the county representation will 
be chiefly Republican if late accounts are 
reliable. 
Southern Oregon holds true to 
its traditions and will send up 500 ma­ 
jority for the Democrats, and Eastern 
Oregon may do as much or even a trifle 
better, hut in 1878 those counties gave 800 
majority for W hiteaker. 
The result in all, 
so far as heard, is very disappointing. 
Wasco comity, whicli was stoutly Demo­ 
cratic two years ago, is the worst demoral­ 
ized place in the State. 
Even Clatsop 
county, witli its fisheries and canneries, 
and Coos and Curry, that they depended 
on down the coast, have sent them a 
W aterloo defeat. 
Such is the state of the 
ease as near as it can be diagnosed, and 
you need not be in any trepidation con­ 
cerning Oregon that it will not go for Gar­ 
field and A rthur in November by 2,500 
majority. 
There is a “ boom ” in polities 
th at is irresistible. 
Even old Marion, that 
was counted at 350 to 500 Republican, goes 
now at from 000 to S00. 
WHAT AILS DEMOCRACY 2 
It must be confessed that the Democrats 
of Oregon are badly demoralized, and while 
it is safe to claim the State is naturally Re­ 
publican, something must he allowed for 
the ill-will bred among Democrats by the 
investigating committees of 1S78, in which 
a leading part was taken by Speaker J. M. 
Thompson and 
Representative William 
Calloway, both of whom have been anath­ 
ematized by the bed-rock Bourbons, and 
are re-elected to the Legislature again by 
Republican votes. 
They were nominated 
by their Conventions, hut Republican ap­ 
preciation of their common—or rather un­ 
common—honesty as 
Democrats, saved 
them from the vengeance of their friends. 
THE NEXT 
LEGISLATURE 
W ill bo Republican in both branches by 
handsome majorities, and 33 the new State 
Senators will hold over to \otc for United 
States Senator in 1SS2, it is significant that 
the recently elect are mostly Republicans. 
As a general rule they are not unfavorable 
to ex-Seuator Mitchell, and may be counted 
as for Dolph or Mitchell. 
The present 
census v.ill show the population of coun­ 
ties and afford a new basis for apportioning 
the State legislature, and it is safe to say 
th at a new apportionment will strengthen 
the force of Republicans in either branch 
of the L 'gislature. 
There was an increase 
of about 1,000 votes in this county, and as 
the voto of 1878 footed up 35.000, it is 
likely that the total present vote will come 
up towards 40,000, and in November I 
do: t believe the State vote for President 
will miss th at ligure by 1,000. 
Many as­ 
piration:; that were budiiii g for the United 
States Senate are blighted by an untimely 
frost, and even those who were looking 
for rewards from a national Democratic 
success, have grown nervous. 
Since the 
chances for a Republican Senator to suc­ 
ceed Grover are apparent, there is every 
inducement for aspirants on th at side to 
make effort, and we shall have an oppor­ 
tunity to ascertain how much John 11. 
Mitchell controls affairs. 
It is probable 
th at he will make a very determined effort 
for the Senatorship. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
W ithin a few hours wo have laid aside 
our umbrellas and hailed the sunshine for 
the first time in many da\-s. 
So far June 
has been all clouds and cold, with oc­ 
casional rain, hut we hope for summer — 
though not too summary a summer either 
—for wo need comfortable weather that 
w on't provoke the wheat to rust. 
There 
is any ammmt of appieheusion among 
farmers lest they will lose their crops 
again, and should such lie the case the 
consequences will he fearful ruin to many 
hard-working men, though they have a 
sort of insurance in the fact that more fall 
w heat is put in than ever t>efore, and 
looks well. 
H itherto no rust or serious 
blight has injured fall wheat after this 
date, and the W illam ette valley has a 
great promise from this source. 
The rains have brought on late sown 
w heat liclds so that, if there is no rust, 
the spring sown grain will make a magnifi­ 
cent yield. 
Krom the upper country we 
hear that rains have been propitious and 
crops promise well, but there is a dread 
th a t grasshopiiers will ruin the prospects. 
They exist ill innumerable numbers, as was 
preiíiotel last fail, and it remains to he 
seen if they are the same devouriug curse 
t h a t ravaged Kansas and Nebraska j ears 
ago. 
¡ 
Work on the railroads is being pushed, 
and before w inter cars will he running ! 
from I>alic3 City to W alla W alla and 
beyond. 
W ork will be commenced on the ; 
river below the Dalles tiiis season, so as to 
make it easy next year to build down to 
Portland. 
In this valley the narrow- : 
gauge people ; re putting in their time j 
vigorously. 
they will uiuiosotedly con* 
struct 1A0 ind.': tais year, and, they say, . 
as much mere in 1881. 
^ 
T h e lateness of the season keeps back fruit ¡ 
and gardens, aad much fruit, especially 
prunes, hr» dropped off the trees owing j 


i to a frost that slaughtered them four weeks 
ago. 
Applc3 are not a succe$3 with ua of 
1 late years, owing to a fungus growth on 
the leaf and fruit, but the blight has not 
shown itself as yet in 1S80. 
We are to 
have an abundance of wheat in 1S80, but 
are fearful about the price. 
In the early 
, fail we shall have a fleet of ships, now on 
the way with railroad iron, to lead with re­ 
turn cargoes. 
So we are better off on the 
tonnage question than some of our neigh­ 
bors. 
W ith good luck for crops in 1881 
and good transportation facilities, we may 
look for an 
immense yield of wheat 
throughout the whole Columbia river re­ 
gion, as the immigrants will by th at time 
commence to he active producers. 
Garfield suits us and will poll as large a 
vote as any other person could. 
Blaine is 
the trum peted champion of Oregon Repub­ 
licans, hut I venture to believe that Grant, 
if he had been nominated, could poll as 
many and even more than the plumed 
knight. 
All things considered this inspira­ 
tion of the Convention was a success, 
thongh the nomination of A rthur is not of 
itself so highly appreciated. 
We have our regular sequence of mur­ 
ders, as well as the best organized and 
most moral of Eastern communities. 
The 
horrors m ultiply and crowd upon one 
another. 
There was the double tragedy 
th at took place above W alla 1\ alia, the 
killing of Bloomfield and the woman with 
him, and the arrest of the murderers in 
Kansas, with the developments concerning 
the murdered man and woman. 
I.ater 
came the double murder of half-breeds ill 
Umatilla ; then the man BilL, at the Dalles, 
who was followed here by Ids divorced 
wife and killed her and then himself, leav­ 
ing, in German, a letter pitiful enough to 
make any heart grieve, as to the way she 
ruined his life and drove him to take his 
children ten and come this far off, and 
when she followed him here he determined 
th at both should die. 
Truly, “ Every 
heart knoweth its own bitterness,'’ and the 
sorrows of a murderer may move a heart of 
stone. Last, if none within the week, comes 
a tale of a murder of one Hagan, far up the 
Columbia, who had much money in his 
pocket and was about starting East for a 
wife, but was killed, and the fiends who 
killed and robbed him endeavored to cre­ 
mate him in the ashes of his own home. 
All that, within a couple of months or so, 
and each one a dreadful and mo3t premed­ 
itated m u rd er!
